For the next Caution, rhat thoſe which uſe it, 
do it to pzocure Devotion of the people, 8& not 
 Deriſion; it is more unſeaſonable : There being 
none, I thinke, who ever uſed it otherwiſe, than 
having teſtified their own Yumility an« Bevo- 
tion,to procure the like Devotion & Yumility 
in other men; none,1I dare boldly ſay that did ever 
uſe ir, to procure Deriſfon of their Pariſhio- 
ners, no more than Daxid whe he danced betore
